They Were 
Held Prisoners in 


An Elevator 


.NEW YORK, March 25.—Thirteen 


women and five men were imprisoned 
an hour and a half in'an elevator be- 
tween the second and third floprs of the 
Fourth avenue building, Fourth avenue 
and 30th street Wednesday night. Five 
of the women .were overcome by foul 
air and .heat, while one of the watch- 
men, who 
knew of their plight, re- 


fused to heed their pleas for help and 
went 'on his rounds. 
:. 


Shortly after 6 o'clock the elevator, 


in charge of John MeCabe, started from 
the tup floor, the 12th, and at the. 7th 
had picked up the 18 passengers. Just 
as McCabe started down with his load 
something went wrong with- the ma- 
chinery and the car shot down. The 
safety clutch did not work until the car 
had passed the third floor. Then the 
car stopped suddenly. 


The^ elevator shaft is not too 
well 


ventilated, the car was crowded, and 
soon the passengers begaii to suffer. 
McCabe called for help, but he could 
not 
make 
anybody 
hear. 
Then all 


shouted in chorus in the 
hope 
that 


somebody would be attracted. 
.For three-quarters of an hour Mc- 


Cabe and his passengers tried to break 
out of the elevator or to attract atten- 
tion. In the meantime it was getting 
hotter and hotter for those inside the 
car. The men took oft their overcoats 
and soon the women doffed their wraps. 
Then undercoats were peeled off and 
the women shed their hats and loos- 
ened their collars. 
The passengers crowded the car and 


there was no room to' Bit down. Ry 
this time some of the women were too 
weak to call and finally one fainted. 
There was no room for her to lie on the 
floor of the car. Some, of the women 
loosened her clothing aiid tried to re- 
vive her by fanning, but there was too 
little room to. fan effectively. 
Before 


the first woman was revived another 
had fainted. Then three more toppled 
over. 


Joseph Robinson, 16 years of age, 


employed In an office 
on 
the 
ninth 


floor, was on his way down. . When he. 


reached. the third floor he heard cries 
for help, and answered. 
He was told 


the passengers wanted.'air. He -tried 
to. open the door to the 
shaft, but 


could riot." He ran to the fourth floor 
and tried the door .there and failed. 
Trying each door in succession 
he 


succeeded in opening that 
on 
the 


ninth floor. 


.Then young Robinson, realizing tha"t 


those in the car could get little venti- 
.lation, wrapped, his legs around the 
greasy cable and slipped down until 
he got opposite the third floor win- 
dows of the shaft. These he opened 
and climbing out .ran 'to the street, 
where he notified Policeman Lorenz. 


While young Robinson was trying to 


open doors on the various floprs a 
watchman came along, .and the1 half- 
suffocated persons in the car called to 
him to help them. He stopped,-look- 
ed'at them a moment.and passed on. 


Policemen Lorenz and McKeon hur- 


ried into the building and tried in 
vain to help .the imprisoned'men and 
women. 
They sent word to truck 


company 7 on 2Sth - street. Firemen 
Bryant and Costigan hurried around 
with apparatus and tore out the top 
of .the elevator.. 


None of those in the car was able 


to climb up the ladder which was let 
down. The firemen had to. drag them 
out and pass them on to the policemen 
and young Robinson, who helped them 
to the' third floor, where the fresh air 
revived them in a little while. Two of 
the women, Miss Chase and Miss Cun- 
ningham, neither of whom would tell 
where she lived, were still unconscious 
when taken from the elevator. At 8.10 
o'clock the 18, dishevelled and sick, 
started for home. 


As soon as he had recovered, Bar- 


rett Andrews, publisher of the Vogue, 
started to find the watchman 
and 


whip him, but his chauffeur persuaded 
him to go home. Last night Mr. An- 
drews said he intended to find 
the 


watchman and give him the thrashing 
of his 
life.

This is not 
throwing out much lava, but is the. 
noisiest of the-four and its' loud' deto- 
nations are chiefly responsible for the 
terror 
of the 
population 
for miles' 


around. 
A second crater is 600 ..feel! I 
above a place called Volta Sangirolamo.; 
This is 7000 feet above" the .sea and the 
most active of the openings emitting 
the greatest flood of incandescent, 
matter. 
At Tasca Arena is. a 
third 


break, also very active, and near it is 
the fourth, showing a less 
serious 


eruption. 


Four streams emitted from these era- 
ters have united at the foot of Mount! 
Castellazzo and formed a great river, of > 
lava that .Is bringing death, and desoia- j 
tion into the invaded districts. .Plants, I 
trees, whole vineyards and .orchards 
have been destroyed by the consuming 
Hood. This morning the lava river had ( 
extended nine miles from its source.
